enforcement agencies (DLEAs) in the northwest portion of the City of Ada, 
Oklahoma.  This notice is being issued to interested parties in accordance 
with the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA), Public Law 91-190, 
and regulations for implementing the Procedural Provisions of the NEPA, 40 
Code of Federal Regulations 1500-1508.  The purpose of the Proposed 
Action is to provide training facilities for DLEAs in the State of Oklahoma.
